History of CHS 
Library U Given 


(Note: This is the fifth of a 
series of 12 articles dealing with 
the 
history 
of 
the 
Com anche 
High School Library as compil 'd 
by the high school students under 
the direction of Miss O la Cun­ 
ningham . English teacher J 
The Third Decade. 
D uring the third decade of the 
history of our schools, beginning 
approxim ately in 1893. there was 
a m ercurial rise in our library 
therm om eter. It seemed to reach 
a w hite heat every decade. T hat 
was during the regime of Super­ 
intendent W. F. Rogers and Prin­ 
cipal A. W. Evans. The high school 
was located slightly back of our 
new gymnasium. It was a two 
story rock structure. T he super­ 
intendent's room or office was 
the west room upstairs. The prin­ 
cipal's 
office 
was 
in 
the 
east 
room. 
Dr. Evans, then principal of the 
school and now 
a professor in 
Texas Technological 
College 
at 
Lubbock. Texas, described library 
as a “peripatetic diminutive af­ 
fair." Part of the books were kept 
in the principal’s office. The room 
had two or three windows blocked 
no. In that space shelves were 
placed to hold the books 
They 
were carried to different rooms 
as they were needed except the 
encyclopedias which remained in 
the principals office. There were 
also two cases of books which 
were Professor Roger’s own per­ 
sonal property. The students had 
nccess to those books too 
They 
were kept in the superintendent’s 
room. There were books by Thack- 
erv, Shakespeare. Moore. W ash­ 
ington Irving, and G eorg1 Eliot. 
There was a set of books. ’ H.'tory 
of Romance.'* of which the stu­ 
dents were very fond. Professor 
Rogers' 
library 
also 
contained 
some volumes of Greek mytho­ 
logy. Greek and Latin text books, 
and a set of books called “Gems 
of Thoughts.” 
One thing that « a s used most 
of all was an extremely Uree dic­ 
tionary that was kept on an iron 
book stand which could be rolled 
about 
to different 
positions 
in 
the 
room 
This dictionary 
was 
larger than most of our diction­ 
aries of today because it wa> made 
of very thick paper. 
In two or three years a com­ 
mittee of students was selected to 
get contributions with which to 
buy library books It is not known 
Just how m any books were pur­ 
chased during those years, but 
one can be sure that even though 
ther* were few. it seemed like a 
treasure 
to 
those 
knowledge-
